The recent out bursts against role of Kashmiri Pandits in Kashmir embroglio at 
a rally in Ved Mandir, Jammu tracing distorted versions of history looked ridiculous.

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Report on Seminar on 

A Peaceful Solution for Settlement of Jammu and Kashmir Issue 

Organised by RE-BUILD INDIA 

at 

Gandhi Peace Foundation on Oct. 13, 2001 


I was in Jammu and Srinagar from 
18th June to 18th September, 2001. I met 
several persons and started preparations for 
the seminar while I was in Srinagar, Former 
Chairman of the All Party Hurriyat 
Conference, Mirwaiz Umar Farooq and the 
President of Democratic Freedom Party, 
Mr.. Shabir Ahmad Shah had agreed to 
participate in the seminar. However, after 
the terrorist attacks in America and the 
beginning of war in Afghanistan they sent 
message to me that they would not be able 
to come. They also advised me that the 
seminar may be postponed. However, I 
informed the Hurriyat office in Delhi that I 
was not postponing the seminar. I also 
requested them that some representative of 
the Hurriyat conference may be sent to 
participate in the seminar. I was glad that 
Hurriyat leader Farida Behenji came to 
participate in the seminar along with her 
secretary Maulana Bahir Ahmed. 

From Jammu senior journalist Shri 
BalraJ Puri and former Chief Secretary of 
Jammu and Kashmir State, Sardar Teja 
Singh came. On behalf of the displaced 
Kashmiri Pandits President of “Daughters 
of Vitasta” Smt. Nancy Kaul came to 
participate in the seminar. 


I requested Shir Rajiv Vora, editor of 
Gandhi Marg, to preside over the seminar. 
The first session was held from 10:15 a.m. 
to 1:15 p.m. and the second session from 
2:00 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. I conducted the 
seminar. The main speakers were: 

(1) Shir Balrai Puri 

Shri Balraj Puri started the discussion 
on the subject of the seminar and gave 
information about the long history of the 
Kashmir question since independence. He 
emphasised that to resolve the Kashmir 
issue, first violence should be decreased. 
He said that as long as there was violence, 
the Kashmir problem would not be resolved. 
He also said that freedom and democracy 
mean that each persons has the freedom of 
dissent. Besides this basic freedom each unit 
of the state should haye ecjual power and 
the culture of all regions and ethnic groups 
should be safeguarded. 

(2) Farida Behenji 

The speech of Farida Behenji was read 
by her secretary Maulana Bashir Ahmad. She 
said that about one lakh people were killed 
in Kashmir and the security forces deployed 
there cause much atrocities to the people. 
Maulana Bashir Ahmad said that Farida 
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Behenji was kept in Tihar jail for 5 years. 
He said that it was necessary to condemn 
terroism, but “the young men whom you call 
terrorist we call them Mujahid. We do not 
like when you call them terrorist.” 

For the peaceful resolution of Kashmir 
issue Farida Behenji gave the following 
suggestions in her speech read by Maulana 
Bashir Ahmad. 

(1) Both sides should make sincere 
efforts to resolve the Kashmir 

(2) Cease fire should be declared by 
both sides. 

(3) The Army and security forces 
should be stationed only at the 
border. They should be 
withdrawn from all other places, 
including towns and villages. 

(4) The militants in Azad Kashmir 
should also declare cease fire. 

(5) The political leaders at present in 
jail should be released. 

(6) All restrictions on political 
activities should be removed. 

(3) Smt. Nancy Kaul 

The President of “Daughters of 
Vitasta”, Smt. Nancy Kaul said that she was 
sorry that Farida Behenji did not say 
anything about Kashmiri Pandits. She told 
in what circumstances more than three lakh 
Kashmiri Pandits had to leave their homes 
in the Kashmir Valley. She said that peace 
cannot be restored in Kashmir till agreement 


is reached with Kashmiri Pandits. To this 
end talks should be held with Kashmiri 
Pandits. 

(4) Sardar Teia Sin 2 h 

Former Chief Secretary of Jammu and 
Kashmir State, Sardar Teja Singh said that 
Jammu and Kashmir State has its own 
constitution under which zamindari system 
was abolished without giving any 
compensation to the landlords and the tillers 
of the soil became owners of the land. This 
revolutionary step could not be taken under 
the Indian constitution. He said that the 
constitution of Jammu and Kashmir State 
has been eroded by the Central Government 
over past decades. He said to resolve the 
Jammu and Kashmir issue autonomy should 
be restored in the state as i; was provided 
in the constitution of the Jammu and 
Kashmir State. 

(5) Shri Roop Narain 

Freedom fighter Shri Roop Narian said 
that Shir Jayaprakash Narain had sent him 
to Kashmir when communal tension Reared 
up because of an incidence involving a 
Ka.shmiri Pandit girl. He said that fair 
elections should be held in Jammu and 
Kashmir state. He suggested that elections 
in Jammu and Kashmir should be held under 
the supervision of three Supreme Court 
judges. 

(6) Shri Rajiv Vora 

Shri Rajiv Vora said that the power of 
non-violence should be brought forth among 










the people. He told that modem materialistic 
western civilisation has given up the values 
of Christianity, while the followers of Islam 
and Hinduism still retain spiritual values in 
their daily lives. Shri Rajiv Vora advised 
that Muslims and Hindus should unite to 
face the onslaught of modem civilisation 
which is devoid of spiritual and moral 
values. This can not but be a non-violent 
resistance to all types of violence. 

(7) Smt, Nirmala Sharma 

The President of Jagriti Mahila Samiti, 
Smt. Nirmala Sharma told that she had 
visited Kashmir in 1990 along with her 
husband who was sent there by the 
government for some academic work. She 
said that militancy was at its height during 
those days, but she moved around in 
Kashmir without any security. She said that 
she established good relations with the 
Muslim population. 


Before the seminar ended Shri Balraj 
Puri suggested that under the leadership of 
Shri Rajiv Vora some more people should be 
involved and a group should be formed which 
would try to find a peaceful solution to the 
Kashmir issue and would also try to involve 
Gandhi Peace Foundation in this work. On 
the basis ofthis suggestion of Shri Balraj Puri 
the following resolution was passed : 

“We authorise Shri Rajiv Vora to take 
forward the work of the seminar and 
persuade Gandhi Peace Foundation to 
actively involve itself in this work. Under 
the leadership of Shri Rajiv Vora a larger 
group of like minded persons should be 
formed to reduce violence in Jammu and 
Kashmir.”

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Historical Outline From The Ancient Times Through The Beginning of Muslim Era

The American writer William Faulkner 
wrote, “The past is never dead. It is not 
even past.” 

Our past is a powerful element of our 
consciousness, besides the history it 
provides of events that we must know to 
understand the world we live in and learn 
from. Beyond the factual mosaic of events 
that history attempts to be, it is the irrigator 
of our consciousness, whose fertility we 
veiy much depend upon for the richness of 
our present and future. We are living carriers 
of our personal and historical past. If we 
only learnt from history keenly the world 
we live in today would have been a more 
peaceful place. 

Ancient histories of different parts of 
the world are wrapped in a lot of fog, 
particularly those in India, where history 
gathering art and craft was not considered a 
significant intellectual activity in the distant 
past. However Kashmir has been an 
exception, where good records of the times 
were kept, though some of them got lost. 

For much of the Kashmir ancient 
history we depend on Nilmatpurana, the 
oldest extant book on Kashmir, and Pandit 
Kalhana's Rajatarangini. Nilmatpruana was 
written between 6th and 8th centuries and 
Rajatarangini around 1149. Later work is 
very significant because it is the first history^ 


written in India and also because of the way 
it is written. Kalhana approached history in 
scientific and democratic way, giving the 
kings and the common men the same 
importance while assessing the causes and 
significance of the events of a period under 
consideration. He saw the transitoriness in 
the material and the political power. Here 
was a historian with a spiritual vision of 
human existence. He was a Kashmiri 
Brahman and wrote Rajatarangini in 
Sanskrit. His book is one of the most widely 
used references of the ancient Indian history 
verse. After his death his work was carried 
on by other historians, till almost the start 
of the Mughal era in Kashmir. 

Nilmatpurana records (in the 6* to 8* 
cent, period) that Kashmiris were a religious 
people, upholding the sacredness of the land, 
and leading generally a happy life. Unlike 
some of the other parts of India, women 
enjoyed considerable freedom and were 
looked upon with respect and honor. 

The name Kashmir is found in 
unbroken form in ancient Hindu texts like 
Nilmatpurana, Ashtadhyayi, Mahabarta, the 
Puranas, and the Braht Samhitta over a 
period stretching to 2,300 years. Legend has 
it that King Gonanda, the First of Kashmir 
and his son Damodra lost their lives fighting 
in Kureva-Pandava war of Mahabarta. 





.From the earliest historical times 
Kashmir was ruled by Hindu kings. This 
lasted till 1339, when Sultan Shams'd Din, 
popularly known as Shah Mir, an emigre from 
Swat (Which is in the present day Pakistan), 
laid the foundation of the Muslim era. 

The earliest known rulers of Kashmir 
were Gonandiyas, a Hindu dynasty which 
ruled for about 3,049 years. Some records 
were kept during this era but unfortunately 
they were lost. Kalhana's History is only 
accurate from around Karkota Dynasty 
onwards, before that he is suppo-sed to have 
used his imagination. Following this long 
stretch of Hindu era, was Buddhist era 
brought on by King Ashoka (273-332 B.C.) 

King Ashoka founded the Kashmir 
capital Srinagri, about three miles from the 
present city of Srinagar, during the time 
when his kingdom covered Kashmir. The 
city developed rapidly and became 
prosperous and important. He constructed a 
large number of temples in Kashmir. After 
King Ashoka's brutally Pyrrhic victory in 
Kalinga, Orrisa, in 261 B.C., he turned 
Buddhist and made Kashmir the northern 
center for the development and diffusion of 
his new religion. This was the time 
Buddhism flourished in Kashmiri. It is said 
that Buddha himself had thought that 
Kashmir's environment was suitable for the 
meditative practices of Buddhism. 

But with history's unexpected turns 
Buddhism receded from Kashmir for about 
200 years when Ashoka's son Jaluka, 


separating from his father s kingdom, 
founded an independent state, which 
practiced Hinduism. It was in King 
Kanishka's empire that Buddhism was 
brought back to Kashmir and it flourished 
then much more than its significant success 
the first time around. During this time an 
international Buddhist council, called the 4* 
Council, was organized just outside the 
present day Srinagar, in a place called 
Kundalvan, which is perhaps the present - 
day Harwan. This council, which lasted six 
months, was attended by some 500 Buddhist 
and Hindu scholars from different countries, 
under the chairmanship of a Kashmiri 
Brahman named Vasumitra. One of the 
momentous results of this council was the 
development of Mahayana Buddhism. The 
council was a watershed event in the 
diffusion of Buddhism outside India, like 
to Central Asia, Tibet, China, Korea, and 
Japan. Renowned Buddhist missionaries 
Kumarrajiva, Yasa, Vimalaksha, Sangabuti, 
Gautamasangha, and others started from 
Kashmir. Also spread abroad in the process 
were the stories of Mahabarta and 
Ramayana. So it was from Kashmir that 
Indian culture and Sanskrit literature 
traveled to some of the parts of the world. 
One of the bright stars in the pantheon of 
kings was Lalataditya (699-736). Here was 
an ambitious conqueror of lands,'an astute 
administrator and statesman, and a prolific 
builder. In his thirty-seven years of rule he 
expanded Kashmir's control over Tibet, 
Badakhan, Punjab, and Kanuj. He created 
several towns, viharas, stupas, and temples. 





the foremost of which is the grand sun- 
temple Martand, built over Mattan village 
in Kashmir. Martand's architecture and its 
location are greatly admired. 

Hiuen Tsiang, the reknowned Chinese 
monk, came to Kashmir in the seventh 
century via Varamullah, present-day 
Baramulla, and stayed for two years. He 
found Kashmir scholars of high intellectual 
caliber. 

For some two thousand years Kashmir 
was the prime source of Sanskrit learning 
and literature. It was a center for scholarly 
exchanges. Some of the significant scholars 
and poets of Sanskrit were Kashmiris: 
Kalhan, Bilhan, Acharya Bhamba, Udbhata, 
Acharya Kutanka, Mammata Anand 
Vardhana, Vamana, Rudrata, Kshemedra, 
Abhinav Gupta, Rojanak Shitianth, and 
others. 

One of the most significant 
contributions that Kashmiri Hindus have 
made not only to the resplendent oeuvre of 
Indian philosophy but to the world 
philosophy has been the development of 
Kashmir Shaivism. Shaivism is a system of 
thought which prescribes the attainment of 
moksha (the absolute freedom) in Shiva. 
Although Kashmir Shaivism and Advaita 
Vedanta both teach nondualism, the 
nondualsim of the former is quite different 
from the latter's. In Kashmir Shaivism this 


universe is real and true but Advaita Vedanta 
considers it to be the other way. In Kashmir 
Shaivism Lord Shiva is connected with the 
real world through the expansion of his 
shakti and the universe is a reflection 
through him, as if in a mirror. Shiva and 
shakti are the same. Lord Shiva has three 
energies: Para, the supreme energy, 
Parapara, the medium or cognitive energy, 
and Apara, his inferior or objective energy. 
A human being lives in the inferior state of 
Shiva's energy and Kashmir Shaivism 
teaches how to attain Shiva'.s .supreme 
energy. 

We learn from the ancient Kashmiri 
history that fires were once lit somewhere 
in time in Kashmiri psyche for learning, for 
the pursuit of the truth of life, and for the 
devotion to God, which we know are still 
smoldering. We learn that a Kashmiri was 
always a lost soul in the clamorous world 
around him and he needed tranquility of 
the surroundings and a feeling of 
brotherhood with the fellow human beings 
to survive. The relationship between 
Kashmir and India had been like that 
between two brothers, separate but 
belonging to the same family-a situation 
which has been further reinforced through 
the time stretching to the present.

History Of Srinagar 

The city of Srinagri was founded by King Ashoka (273 - 332 B.C.) at the present- 
day village of Pandrethan, about 3 miles of the present-day Srinagar. (Panderthan was 
called Pumadisthan until 14* cent.). Present-day Srinagar was founded by King Pravarsena. 
The Second (Gonandiya Dynasaty) and used to be called Pravarpura. When the name 
Srinagri changed to Srinagar and replaced Pravarpura is not know. 








U.S. eONGReSS nSSPONDS TO PRIME MINISTER’S SIlSNCe 


The Indo - American Kashmir Forum 
(lAKF) was approached by the Kashmiri 
Pandit (KP) community in India, including 
the flagship KP organization like the 
Kashmiri Samiti Delhi (New Delhi), 
Kashmiri Pandit Sabha (Jammu), and the 
All-India Kashmiri Samaj (AIKS), the apex 
organization of KP's in India. The 
community expressed considerable 
disappointment that the Prime Minister, 
during his last trip to Kashmir, had made 
absolutely no public mention of KP's and 
their welfare, considering that the 
community has been ethnically cleansed out 
of the valley and the last mass massacre in 
Nadimarg had occurred only weeks before. 

The lAKF, the premier political advocacy 
organization of Kashmiri Pandits in the 
USA, approached the U.S. Congress, and 
what follows is the Congressional response. 
lAKF is very concerned that the Indian 
government has taken a very, ambivalent 
approach towards the future of Kashmiri 
Pandits, and this is particularly distressing 
when the valley based KP's had to go on 
hunger strikes recently to get some of their 
concerns addressed by the State government. 

The repeated massacre of Kashmiri 
Pandit children, women and men, continues 
unabated in Kashmir.

PALLONE BROWN VOICE 
CONCERN OVER 

INDIAN GOVERNMENT'S 
INABILITY TO CREATE 

SAFETY NET FOR KASHMIRI 
PANDITS 

Washington, D.D. — U.S. Reps. Frank 
Pallone, Jr. (D-NJ) and Sherrod Brown (D- 
OH), founding members of the 
Congressional Caucus on India and Indian 
Americans, today expressed concern over 
the Indian government's inability to create 
a safety net for Kashmiri Pandits in Jammu 
and Kashmir. 

In a letter sent today to Indian Prime 
Minister Atal Behari Vajpayee, the two U.S. 
lawmakers said the prime minister's inability 







to mention a terrorist attack against 
Kashmiri Pandits in Nadimarg during his 
visit to Kashmir in April left the lasting 
impression that Kashmiri Pandits are being 
ignored by local and central governments. 
The brutal March attack by gunmen dressed 
in Indian Army uniforms against the 11 
remaining Kashmiri Pandit families in 
Nadimarg left 24 Kashmiri Pandits dead 
including 11 women and two children. 

“We fail to understand how the State 
and Central governments can continue to 
ignore the longstanding situation in Jammu 
and Kashmir,” Pallone and Brown wrote in 
their letter to the prime minister. 
“Unfortunately, there does not appear to be 
a coherent and sustained process to restore 
the valley to its diverse history. As strong 
supporters of India, we have heard concerns 
from our Indian-American constituents that 
both Local and Central governments have 
failed in their outreach to all constituents of 
Jammu and Kashmir. 

“We are deeply concerned about this 
apparent lack of a sustained effort to create 
a political and economic safety net for 
Kashmiri Pandits and therefore, we 
respectfully urge you to address this issue 
immediately,” the two lawmakers continued. 
“On April 18th in Srinagar, you expressed 
your sentiments towards Kashmiri Muslims 


who feel disenfranchised within the Indian 
polity. We request that you make a public 
address informing the Pandit community 
about how it can be included in Kashmir 
Polity and in the peace process between 
India and Pakistan.” 

Pallone and Brown said no community 
in Jammu and Kashmir State has suffered 
more violence than the Kashmiri Pandits, 
who have been brutalized by Islamic 
fundamentalists, which has l esulted in mass 
exodus of the Pandits from the Kashmir 
Valley since the 199Q's. These actions have 
led to a mass exodus of Pandits from the 
Kashmir Valley, making them refugees in 
their own country. The two lawmakers point 
to a series of cold-blooded murders against 
Pandits in Sangrampora (1996), Wandhama 
(1998), Talwani (2000), and Nadimarg 
(2003), as the government's failure to protect 
this community. 

While voicing concern over the 
Kashmiri Pandits, Pallone and Brown 
congratulated the prime minister on yet 
another peace initiative with Pakistan, and 
his efforts to reach out to Kashmiris who chose 
not to participate in the democratic elections 
held in Jammu and Kashmir State last fall.

To demand a shortcut in spirituality is 
to demand a falsehood. No guru can promise 
you shortcuts. The shortest cut is to cut the 
ego in two and make a tunnel to the kingdoiiT' 
of Truth that lies within! 

A'lmost all possible difficulties on the 
path, arising because of the psychological 
maladjustments of the personality, are 
removed by the regular practice of the 
processes advised. However great a medication 
my be, the disease will not be cured just 
because the patient has procured the medicine. 
She has to take it in small doses for a period 
of time and allow her system to digest it. The 
medicine must become part and parcel of her, 
physical structure. Similarly, techniques, 
methods, and theories can never help us cure

ourselves of the disease arising from our faults 
of personality-unless we are ready to make 
slow but steady renuciatlon of the false and 
develop the true. 

Thus, all that the novice in meditation 
can do is to be sincere and regular in practicing 
daily meditation. Live all the hours of the day 
in consciousness of the Divine and the Eterna. 
Play the game of life, play whatever part you 
have been called upon to play, but never 
forget your greater mission in life and the 
ultimate goal you want to achieve. 

Through diligent practice and sincere 
pursuit of the nobler values of li fe, get yourself 
more and more attached to the higher and 
bolder in life. The extent of your success in 
attaching the mind to the nobler values of life 
will be directly proportional to the amount of 
detachment you gain from the low and the 
vicious. Detachment from “here” is attachment 
to “there.” Progress is not possible without 
renunciation. Life itself is a progression from 
birth to death, from moment to moment. Each 
moment is renounced so that we may live the 
coming moment. Unless we are ready to leave 
the immediate spot on which we are standing, 
we cannot take a step forward. The on ly known 
method for climbing a ladder is to leave the 
lower rung and get on to the next higher one. 

In the inward march toward the goal of 
perfection, we must also renounce at every 
step. We must renounce false values of 
selfishness, vanity, greed, and passions by 
acquiring their opposite good qualities. 
Whoever practices this diligently will enjoy 
immediate progress, surprisingly will enjoy 
immediate progress, suiprisingly sudden and 








full. All obstructions in our spiritual path are 
obstructions put up by ourselves. The more we 
live the right values, the more we will succeed 
in our meditation. The technique of right living 
is amply explained in the Upanishads, and 
nowhere so well as in the Katho Upcmishcd 
with its elaborate description of the technique 
in the analogy of the body-chariot. 

Many unintelligent students of 
spirituality, in their attempt to understand the 
scriptural significance through mere book 
study, come to the hasty conclusion that the 
Vedantic technique of meditation cannot help 
an individual in life. A few even strive to 
prove that a meditator who practices 
regularly is someone heading for sure failure 
in life. Vedanta is not in any sense of the 
term a pessimistic negation of life. It is a 
healthy philosophy that promotes the growth 
and happiness of the human being both in 
his individual and in his communal life and 
points a way to reach the Beyond, but surely 
in and through life. 

The greater the amount of 
concentration that a seeker can apply in his 
everyday life, the greater will be his success 
in mediation. Anyone who practices 
meditation correctly will necessarily gain in 
all efforts at concentration. Again, as he 
develops in meditation, he gains more in his 
ethical and moral perfection and in his 
devotion to the Lord, which must necessarily 
give him a greater amount of intellectual 
poise and mental peace. Anyone who has 
thus grown rich in concentration, intellectual 
poise, mental peace, and integrity of 
character will most surely succeed in any 
walk of life and reach realms beyond the 
purview of the average person.

THE TEMPLE LEGACY OF KASHMIR — AN ACCOUNT 
FROM BURRIED HI STORY _ 

S.N. Pandita, New Delhi 


Kashmir abounds with remains of 
temples of antiquity characterised by a 
combination of massiveness and simplicity 
and of solidity and grandeur which 
symbolises power glorified with piety. They 
also display refinement and art. Their 
ponderous solidity or structure being 
relieved by the grace of colossal sculpture 
coupled with an inexhaustible variety of 
architectural details have called forth 
admiration of many that included attention 
of great Chinese travellers like Hieun Tsiang 
(631-633 AD) and Oukong (759 AD). There 
are few temple ruins in India comparable to 
those found in Kashmir. So rightly observed 
Dr. Ernst Neve, the famous medical 
missionary of Kashmir, 'Ancient India has 
nothing more worthy of its early civilization 
than the grand ruins of Kashmir which are 
the pride of Kashmiris and admiration of 
travellers. The massive, the grotesque and 
elegant in architecture may be admirable in 
parts of India but no where is to be found 
counterpart of the classically graceful yet 
systeniatically massive edifices as in 
Kashmir temple ruins.” 

Ancient monuments of very great 
archaeological interest which disclose the 
existence of a lost civilization are, as stated 
above, numerous in Kashmir. The devotion 
of kings, the reserves of the kingdoms and 
skills of master artists in the past combined 


to raise the magnificent and the beautiful 
temple edifices in Kashmir. TTiey were built 
to endure for all times. Their solidity of 
construction and their gigantic size strike 
one with wonder that man could have built 
them. Many kings have come and gone and 
civilizations have bloomed and vanished 
since they were built. People go and pace 
around them and gaze on them with 
amazement and awe — amazement inspired 
by the stupendous right and skill of their 
builders and awe excited by the ruins of 
these edifices which look as if weeping over 
the departed glory of their founders. 

But the disintegrating hand of time and 
earthquakes and the vandalistic propensities 
of certain bigoted have laid many temples 
of Kashmir to waste. The dimate of Kashmir 
too has been peculiarly destructive to them 
added by the frosted snow lying long over 
them. One must appreciate that founders of 
these temples were wise enough to use 
stones of very large dimensions as smaller 
ones should have under these conditions 
crumbled and vanished long ago. 

The Kashmiris in bygone ages were 
called Shastra Shilpina or architects, an 
epithet applied to them on account of their 
well known skills in building. The people 
had a religious past having deep rooted 
connection and notions of religion based on 
















ancient traditions and sacred mandates. Even 
if the present finds, ruined temples, the fact 
remains that their lofty arches and massive 
blocks of masonry were quarried and erected 
bit by bit by a people who expended their 
best on buildings which were to be set aside 
for nothing but the noble purpose of 
worship. But alas! repeated devastations 
were done and havoc was wrought to them 
by cruel implacable zealots and vandals 
from time to time. It's a pity that formerly 
these most important and precious relics of 
the past glory of Kashmir were allowed to 
remain in a lamentary neglected condition. 
Unprotected from the destructive and 
disintegrating influences of weather the 
ancient temple monuments in Kashmir 
gradually crumbled to ruins. 

In 1875, Hofrath Georg Buhler and 
after him several European Sanskrit scholars 
came and delved in the Kashmir soil. 
However, all honour goes to the late Lord 
Curzon who actuated by his great love for 
antiquities established an Archaeological 
Department in India and then the Kashmir 
Darbar caught the hint and instituted an 
Archaeological Department of their own in 
Srinagar. Yet the first nucleus of knowledge 
about Kashmir temple monuments came 
from the works of European Savants like 
Cole, Cunningham, Fergussion and foremost 
amongst the later source of information on 
these, names of Stein, Buhler, Vogel and 
Know stand out. In the course of researches, 
Stein succeeded in identifying a large 
number of interesting spots with rare 


account of history. Among these were the 
famous city of Parihasapura built by 
Lalitaditya as his favourite residence and 
capital of Kashmir, Shardavanna (modem 
Harwan) where the great Buddhist teacher 
Nagaijuna is reported to have lived and the 
temples of Shiva Bhutesa and Siva 
Jeyshthesa situated near the hamlet of 
Vangath. He also spotted Kaptesvara — 
modem Kother with its two temples and 
Mamalaka the modern Mamal near 
Pahalgam with its little shrine of 
Mameswara Siva built by Jeyshthesa in 
1126-1128 AD. Stein also established that 
a ruined temple was converted into tomb of 
Peer Haji Muhammed in the city of Srinagar. 
This probably represented the temple of 
Ramasvamin attributed to Rtmaditya. Buhler 
identified the ancient city of Jayapura 
Dvaravati founded by Jayapida Vinayadita 
grandson of Muktapida Lalitaditya, towards 
the end of S**" century AD with the 
identification of extensive remains near the 
village of Andrkoth. Vogel made known the 
remains of temple sites near a village called 
Mtilangpura which is situated about 3 miles 
southwest of Avantipura. Sten Know 
identified for the first time the temple in 
the Firozpur Nala below Gulmarg. 
Alongwith these discoveries also came to 
light two representations of Lakulisa or 
Luktapani on the doorways temples of 
Puranadhishthana and Payar, Though 
Cunningham recognised in the temple of 
Puranadhisthana the temple of 
Memvardhan Svami Vishnu, erected by a 




minister of Partha between 906-921 AD but 
presence of Lakulia the form of Siva proved 
that this temple was a Siva fane. 

The inner jurangement of Kashmir 
temples is essentially Indian yet the stepped 
roof of South and curved spire of temples 
in North are missing. The temples of 
Kashmir are either square or oblong. They 
are sub-divided into closed (Vimana) or 
open (Mandapa) type. The doorway of 
temples in Kashmir face in all directions 
but care is everywhere taken to place the 
water spout invariably to the left of image. 
The former practice is also at variance with 
the rule that Vishnu temples should always 
face towards the east. The temples of 
Kashmir without exception are what Ram 
Raz designates, as Suddha edifices i.e. 
composed of one kind of material from the 
base to the summit. The material employed 
in them is lime stone of somewhat bluish 
colour, fine grain and susceptible of 
receiving a high polish. Only one temple 
that of Buniar is built in granite stone of 
whitish colour. A porous kind of stone 
locally called as Kanait and similar to 
Kanjur of Taxilla was used for ceilings and 
also for foundations of cells. Brick has never 
been found in actual use as material for the 
ancient temple buildings in Kashmir. This 
fact is established on a Sarada inscription 
of Ramadeva which was discovered by 
know in the village of Arigoam. 

The ancient temples of Kashmir so far 
known to us range in date about the middle 
of 8* to about the 12* century AD. The 


only examples of a later period being small 
shrines of no architectural value. Fergusson 
could not discover any temple site in 
Kashmir of a later date than 1000 AD but 
Stein however, established that the temples 
of Kother and Mamal belong to 11* and 
12* centuries. With the help of many 
Gandharva monasteries and other Buddhist 
buildings unearthed at Taxilla one can 
reconstruct a fairly complete picture of 
architecture of Kashmir of that period. 
Unhappily no buildings of that age have 
survived in Kashmir above the ground. Even 
in the days of Lalitaditya, earlier buildings 
had become scarce. However, Lalitaditya 
discovered by excavation deep under the 
ground two ancient temples with closed 
doors containing images of Kesava which 
on the ground of inscriptions engraved on 
their bases were interpreted as having been 
put by Rama and Laxmana, the heroes of 
Ramayana, a story which seems to show 
that the script of the inscriptions was not 
known to the pandits of Kashmir of 
Lalitaditya's time. The two images in 
question are stated to have been later 
installed in new temples at Parihasapiira. 
It was Lalitaditya who imported into 
Kashmir for the first time, a Buddha image 
from Magadha. 

The dedicatory inscriptions which 
most of the temples of Kashmir are said to 
have contained and lost and so has been the 
gradual loss of grandeur. The peristyle 
which was an important feature in the 
temples of 8* and 9* centuries disappeared 






in the temples of Payar, Mamal and Kother. 

A similar process is observed in the form 
of trefoil arch which gradually merges into 
the round arch and of the pediment which 
dwines into a mere decorative ornament. 
The porticoes in the side walls of the 
sanctum which in the earlier times were 
equal in dimensions to that on the entrance 
side denigrate in later examples into small 
sized niches such as we notice in some of 
later temples near Vangath. It is to be 
noticed that much of this decay in the style 
of architecture must have been also due to 
weakness and comparative resourcelessness 
of the later Hindu rulers in Kashmir, a few 
of whom were even driven to the necessity 
of robbing the valuable property of temples 
and other religious institutions.. 

Stupas of the Maurya a time existed 
in Srinagar which contained each a measure 
of relics of Tathagata. A tooth of Buddha 
IV 2 inches in length is stated to have been 
enshrined in stupa attached to 
Jayendravihara in the same city. In another 
stupa which Kanishka erected in some place 
in Kashmir he deposited sheets of red copper 
engraved with commentary on the three 
Pitakas. One of these, vihara was erected at 
Arigoam in honour of Bodhistava 
Avalokites vara. Parihaspura was the name 
of an ancient city founded by Lalitaditya in 
the first half of the 8* century AD. Already 
in the time of Kalhana, the city was in ruins 
and evidence shows that temples of Pattan 
were partly built with the materials carried 
away from this city. 


From the ancient site of Rajavihara 
in one the cells, a small earthen vessel was 
discovered. It contained 44 silver coins of 
Durlabadeva, grandfather of Lalitaditya 
Muktapida, Jayapida Vinayaditya, grandson 
of Lalitaditya and Vigrahatunga. The 
samples at Parihasapura were called 
Parihasakesva, Muktakesva, Mahavarha 
and Goverdhanadhara. Of these the temple 
of Goverdhandhana was identified by Stein 
at a village now known as Gurdan in 
Kashmir. The ruins of sacred image and 
fragment remains of stone lintel and a capital 
column is all that was located of which 
Vigne established that capital column had 
been carried away to Puranadhisthana. 
According to liter Persian chronicles of 
Narayan Koul and Mumammed Azim, the 
fragments of this column were still visible 
upto the early part of IS* century. It is now 
believed that this colunm was converted into 
the road metal of the Jhelum Valley road. 

All the village of Vangath are situated 
two groups of rains of temples with separate 
enclosures named Rijadainbal and Nagbal. 
Stein identified the principle temple of the 
Bastem group with that of Shiva Bhutesa 
and the western group that of Shiva 
Jeyasthesa. These shrines were places of 
pilgrimage from very early times. Ashoka 
obtained a son from this deity and Jaluka 
son of Ashoka made a vow that he would 
over worship Jeyasthesa. A spring north to 
this temple she was also identified by Stein 
as the tank into which the minister of 
Avantiverman threw the bleeding body of 






Dhanva who had confiscated the lands 
endowed upon the temple of Bhutesa. 

The temple situated two above 
Rampur, close to Jhelum Valley road and 
known by the name of Buniar (Bhaniyar or 
Bhavaniyar) duetto its dedication to Goddes 
Bhavani is infact a temple attributable in 
the worship of Vishnu. It is by far the best 
temple of Kashmir on account of two 
reasons, one it is built in hard granite rock 
and two because it was left untouched by 
the iconoclast Sikandar due to its remote 
location. A temple existed between Uri and 
Nowshera Which canningham relying on 
Baron Hugel called as Hungutri a corrupted 
derivative of Vamakotri meaning Golden 
Durga. However, the local tradition was 
never familiar with this name. The temple 
was dedicated to Vishnu as fragments of 
life site statue of this deity were found in 
the purtyard. But fortunately, the throne of 
the image has escaped destruction at the 
hands of a road contractor who though had 
taken it out and left in the entrance. It has 
now been put back in its original position 
against the back wall. 


the temples built by the Kings and queen. 
The third temple has perished and its 
materials today survive around the walls of 
baoils and near by Dak Bungalow. Cole took 
five pictures of these monuments. These 
were however, damaged only in an 
earthquake which took place in 1880. 

The tomb of Zainul - ab-din is situated 
in a large enclosure on the right bank of 
river Jhelum below the fourth bridge of the 
city of Srinagar. The grave in which the 
remains of Zainul - ab - din lie buried is an 
insignificant one hardly recognizable from 
other graves around it but the enclosure wall 
surrounding it undoubtedly belonged to an 
ancient Hindu temple. The ancient name of 
this temple will perhaps never be known 
but there is no doubt that it was a temple of 
Vaishnava deity which wa.s erected about 
the 9* or 10* century. A part of this complex 
encloses also in Muhammadan style 
structures built by Sultan Habib of Kashmir 
in 1573 AD. 


The modem town of Pattan mark the 
site of ancient of sankarapurapatana 
founded by King Sankaravarman (883 - 902 
AD). Here the king erected a temple and 
named it as Sankaragaurisvara while his 
wife erected a temple which she named as 
Sughandesa after her own name. 
Sankaravarman's minister Ratanavardhana 
built a third temple and named it 
Ratanaverdhanesa. Cunningham identified 


At the village Tapar twelve miles 
onwards from Baramullah towards Srinagar 
are the ruins of a temple called 
Narenderashvara which was built by 
Narendraprabha queen of Pratapaditya-II 
who reigned Kashmir from 634 to 684 AD. 
It was ruined by Sikandar and his son 
Zainul-ab-din (1420-1478 AD) used the 
stones in the construction of the bund from 
Naidkhai to Sopur. In the Wular lake there 
IS a small island called-Suna Lank. The 
island contained a Hindu temple whose 
traces were available till recently. It was 




demolished and the island was raised and 
shaped with same materials by king Zainul 
- ab - din. Thereafter, he called the island 
as Zaina Dab after his name and extoled it 
as a delightful spot for pleasure parties. But 
the ruins will always tell a Hindu tale. 

The shrine of Tulamula sacred to 
Goddess Kshirbhawani or Ragina Devi is 
most popular place of pilgrimage among the 
Pandits of Kashmir. A curious phenomena 
observed here is that the water of spring 
changes colours occasionally like purple, 
green and so on. The Ragina Kovach — a 
psalm in praise of the Goddess included in 
Sanskrit work Rudrya mala tantra proves the 
pilgrimage is an ancient one. Ih&jagir of the 
priests of Tulmula was once confiscated by 
King Jayapida who ruled Kashmir from 753 
to 784 AD and one of the priests of Tulmula 
named Ittila cursed him for his impious deeds 
when a golden pole of the canopy suddenly 
tumbled down upon the king from which he 
sustained serious injury resulting in his death. 
The Mahatmya of the shrine says the Goddess 
was originally in Ceylon in the house of 
Demon king Havana after whose death, she 
was brought by Hanumana here but its account 
is not mentioned in Ramayana and 
Mahabharatha. This place of pilgrimage was 
. not visited by the Hindus during the Muslim 
rule and had been altogether forgotten by 
people until about 350 years ago when a 
Kashmiri pandit named Krishna Pandit 
Tapilu, whose descendents reportedly lived 
at Bohri Kadal in Srinagar until recent times 
about 50 years ago, by looking into a book 


called Brihad Katha discovered it and since 
then the people have again commenced 
visiting it. The offerings of the milk, rice and 
sugar that form the sediment in the spring 
was removed only twice within living 
memory. The first in 1867 by a man named 
Dewan Narsingh Dyal which followed a 
virulent epidemic of cholera. After that, 
nobody dared to do it again for the displeasure 
of goddess until the spring nearly disappeared 
with sedimentation when Pandit Vidhala 
Dhar, the Chief raise of Kashmir in 1902 
decided to clear the spring. The Digging 
unearthed an ancient temple in the centre 
built of large sculptured white stones with 
marvellous images of Hindu deities. 
Subsequently, the whole shrine was repaired 
in 1907 by Maharaja Pratap Singh with the 
erection of marble structure and fencing on 
the old site in the centre of spring. 

The most conspicuous temple in the 
heart of Srinagar the Shankaracharya temple 
on the hill of Gopadari wa.s built by King 
Gopaditya who reigned Kashmir from 308 
- 328 BC. King Lalitaditya (701 - 737 AD) 
repaired it. Sikandar the iconoclast (1394 - 
1469 AD) did not for some reasons destroy 
it. Zainul-ab-din repaired its roof which had 
tumbled during an earthquake. There were 
steps of scultpured stones leading from 
Shudashyar Ghat of the Jhelum river right 
upto the top of hill. With these stones it is 
said Pathar Mdsjid in city was built by Noor 
Jehan, queen of Jehangir. The Siva linga 
which is now worshipped in the temple is 
the modem one and was erected in 1907. 




The original image which existed was a 
linga encircled by a snake. A small 
renovation was done to this temple as late 
as in 1925 by the Maharaja of Mysore who 
during his visit to Kashmir beautified the 
temple by getting five electric search lights, 
erected around it and one more on the top 
of it. It was atop here that Shankaracharya 
during the time of Abhinav Gupta (993 - 
1015 AD) Composed the well known hyman 
called Soimdarya Lahari in praise of Shakti. 


and worship the Goddess Kali there. In front 
of the Kali Shri across ^e river at the Father 
Masjid ghat stood the shrines of Zayathesa 
Bhairava and Vishaksena Bhairava at the 
Dalai mohalla. Both these shrines have been 
turned into graveyards. 

To the west of Jama Masjid near Kadi 
Kadal existed a temple of Sadbhava Shri 
built by Pravarasena II. It is converted into 
a Ziarat of Pir Haji Muhammed and later 
Sultan Qutub-ud-din was buried here. Near

Jama Masjid is the temple of Pravareshvara 
built by King Pravarasena E. It is now 
utilized as Ziarat of Baha-ud-din Sahib. 
Below the fourth bridge on the right bank 
of the river Jhelum, was a five domed stone 
temple called MahaShri which was built by 
Pravarasena E. It is now converted into a

the ruins of the temple Vikrameshvara built 
by Vikramadity (523-565 AD). It was 
destroyed by Sikander who used its stone 
for the construction of a mosque that exists 
now there. About half a mile farther east 
one reaches the ruins of the temple of 
Amritvbhavana built by Amritprabha, Queen 
of Meghavana (12-16 AD). It is now 
converted into a Ziarat and burial grounds 
of Vantabhavan locality. 

About two miles from Vicharnag 
towards the south was the temple of 
Ranveshvara built by King Ranaditya (223 
AD). The ruins of this temple have to be 
looked amidst the precincts of mosque of 
Madin Sahib. Farther here there is a large 
Chak burial ground which has remains of 
many unknown temple monuments and now 
converted into a Ziarat. Historian, Manakha 
referred to this temple as an object of his 
Father's devotion. 

The famous Jama Masjid was built 
originally by Sikander in 1407 AD from 
the materials of a large stone temple called 
temple of Tarapida constructed by King 
Tarapida (696-700 AD). Beside this, 
numerous ancient remains of stone temples 
are scattered around this mosque. The site 
of the mosque was considered sacred by 
Buddhists also in earlier times and even till 
recent times people from Ladakh visited it. 
They called it by its ancient name Tstsung 
Tsublak Kang. 

The first ancient edifice that one man 
encounter in the city of Srinagar is the temple 


of Narendravamin which was built by 
Lakhana Narendraditya who reigned in 
Kashmir from209-222AD. It has been turned 
into a Ziarat and even the locality is today 
known as Narparistan. From Srinagar at a 
distance of eight miles towards the Sindh 
valley falls a village called Amburher. Queen 
Suryamati (1028-1036 AD) founded two 
Mathas here. Ruins of old temple found at 
this place are built into the Ziarat of Farukhzad 
Sahib and are scattered here and there. 

Remains of ancient temple are found 
in several places near Gupkar founded by 
King Gopaditya. Large curved slabs are built 
into Ziarats and also into basement of other 
Muhammadan buildings in the village itself. 
On the road close to the Ziarat lay a linga 
10 ft. in diameter which it is regretted cut 
and taken away by somebody for building 
purposes in 1929. About 7 miles from 
.Srinagar lies the village Zcwan which in 
ancient times was place of high rise 
monuments and had a pool filled with pure 
water sacred to Takshanaka — Lord of 
Snakes. The pool existed even until recent 
times as Takshanaka when pilgrims on way 
to Harshevara paid a to it. All this is lost 
now with the imposition of muslim 
traditions followed on the spot. 

About two miles to the east of Zewan, 
lies the famous village of Khonmouh where 
lie ruins of some old temples in the middle 
of tanks found here and there converted into 
a Ziarat. Some distance from Khrew lies 
Pampur the ancient Padmapura found by 
King Padma in the 9* century. He built a 
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temple here called Vishnupadmasvamin. 
From the scanty remians of this ancient 
temple was built the Ziarat of Mir 
Muhammed Hamdani in which even today 
are visible fine columns and ornamented 
slabs taken from this temple. Other smaller 
Ziarats of the town also show similar 
materials. 

A mile away fixjm Khrew is the village 
of Shar known in ancient times by the name 
of Shanara as an agrahara founded by King 
Sachinara father of Ashoka. It can today be 
identified only as Ziarat of Khwaja Khzir 
amidst several small springs which is built 
with the remains of the temple that existed 
here. About two miles to the left of the 
road leading from Pampur to Avantipura 
there are two temples at Ladu, one 
surrounded by water and a smaller one close 
by a little higher-up the hill side. The small 
square cella and other materials of these 
old temples have now been annexed to a 
neighbouring Ziarat. 

Twenty nine miles from Srinagar lies 
the town of Bijbehafa the ancient 
Viajyesvara. The town contained the famous 
shrine of valley attributed to Shiva built by 
great king Ashoka who also later built two 
temples called Ashokesvara. The old temple 
alongwith linga of Siva Vijaycsvara was 
destroyed by Sikander and the remains of 
destruction left over and available till recent 
times found their way in the construction 
of Bade Masjid. The stone receptical for 
temple offerings makes a part of Ratna Haji 
mosque and its pillar is found inside it. 


In the Lidar valley at Mamal anciently 
called Mamalaka nestles the ruins of a small 
Siva temple of sculptured stones. The temple 
escaped destruction at the hands of Sikander. 
A remarkable account describes its best. 
“Sikander went up the Lidar valley with 
the intention of proceeding to the cave of 
Amamath and breaking the icc linga there 
and also the temple at Mamal enroute. On 
reaching Ganeshbal he broke the stone 
image of Ganesha standing in the middle of 
Lambodari river. It is said that when the 
knee of image was struck by Sikander with 
a hammer, a flood of blood flowed down. 
On witnessing this freightful spectacle, the 
iconoclast got terrified and thenceforth 
desisted, out of fear, from further destruction 
of Hindu temples and images. He then and 
there abandoned the idea of going farther 
of Amarnath and returned crest fallen, 
regretting his past sacrilegious acts and 
deeds. On his way back, on reaching 
Bijbehara, Sikander is said to have found a 
slab with an old inscription in Sanskrit in 
the ruins of Vijayesvara temple he had 
destroyed previously. In that it was stated, 
Bismillahi mantrena nashantea 
Vijayeswara" meaning that with the 
pronouncement of Bismillah, (a phrase used 
by Muslims at the beginning of all actions), 
the Vijayesvara temple shall get destroyed. 

Seeing that what he had done had 
already been predicted, Sikander was shaken 
for having been got identified and 
instrumental in the fulfillment of this 
inevitable Hindu prediction and what 





followed was that a few temples left were 
saved from destruction by him. 

A small village hamlet about a mile 
north of the sacred springs of Mattan known 
as Bumzu contain three ancient temples 
which date to the 10* century AD. The most 
important among them is the temple now 
converted into Muhammadan tomb and 
known as Ziarat of Bamadin Sahib. The 
temple was erected by Bhima Sahi, maternal 
grandfather of Queen Didda in 950-958 AD. 
According of Rishinama this saint before 
his conversion to Islam bore the name of 
Bhuma Sadu. Another temple closeby has 
been turned into the tomb of Rukun-ud-din 
who died sometime after Baba Bamadin. 
These temples of great antiquity are besides 
the cave temples of Bumzu the vestiges of 
which still exist. 

The temples described above were 
erected during the Hindu period of Kashmir 
history. More than these the rest must have 
been exceedingly numeral as is evidenced by 
the immense number of the ruins present in 
the foundations and walls mosques and 


houses, besides ghats embankments. A capital 
turned upside down broken shaft or an injured 
pedestal may frequence be observed 
embedded in a wall of ordinary of building 
made in stone. But such marvellous was of 
art, “denote the former presence in Kashmir 
people worthy of study. And the people who 
has the ancient temples of Kashmir must have 
by religious for the remains are all of the 
temples sacred emblems and not of places, 
common offices or hotels and they must have 
at least held large idea, else they would not 
have built on enduring a scale. They must 
have been men of and simple tastes averse to 
paltry and the florid.” 

In 1339 AD, Kashmir passed into the 
hands Muhammadan rulers when queen 
Kota the wife of the last Hindu ruler was 
murdered by Shah. No Hindu religious 
buildings of any consequent were erected 
in Kashmir in Muslim period. The Hindu 
remains of this period are in significance 
Shrines constructed by private individuals 
of means which one can frequently meet 
within a valley of Kashmir.

There is a saying that one day when 
she was on her usual chore i.e. to get water, 
she was intercepted by a ferocious lion. 
The lion pounced on her with open mouth 
to eat her up, as its meal. The KAJ-MAJ, 
through her humble gestures requested the 
hungry lion that she would definitely return 
to the spot after deliverance of the water to 
the villagers and offer herself as a meal to 
him. The beast appreciating her sincerity 
shut its mouth and allowed her to go. 
Without any fear she came back to the spot 
running after delivering the water. To her 
utter dismay she did not find the lion there. 
She roamed here and there but all in vain. 
In a state of dejection, disappointment and 
despairment she wept. She was sad 
because she felt she did not satisfy the 
hunger of the lion. While she was weeping 
and brooding, a man appeared at the place 
where she had met the lion. He asked her 
as to why she was crying. KAJ-MAJ the 
dumb lady through her usual simple 
gestures indicated to him that she was sad 
because she had failed to satisfy the hunger 
of the lion who had probably left. The man 
smiled at her. He turned into the form of 
“Lord Vishnu”. He was pleased at her 
penance and devotion. He pacified her with 
assurance that the Lion was his Another 
Swaroop to test her devotion. The Lord 
thereupon blessed her with the power of 
speech. The Lord asked her to demand 
whatever she liked. She did not demand 
anything for herself. She asked the Lord 
to bestow the area with water, so that the 
inhabitants of the area are relieved of their 
thirst. She also sought pardon for the 
women-folk for the sins which they 
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susceptibly commit while cooking in 
kitchens, burning their choolas, using 
sometimes dead wood with insects and ants 
inside it. It become sinful for them. This 
being their regular routine, their sins get 
multiplied. She prayed that women folk be 
granted mukhti from sins which they commit 
inadvertantly. 

Lord Vishnu, pleased with her 
devotion and selfless service, was kind 
enough to acceed to her requests. The 
Lord asked the lady, to come to the spot, 
the following morning. This incidentally was 
the “Ashad Dwadashi" of the year. Next 
day, Dai Mai, now no longer dumb, with 
other mates, whom she jaad divulged this, 
reached the spot. She swept and cleaned 
the area and looked about in all 
humbleness. The Deity, in the form of a 
Celestial Bird came and struck the spot with 
its beak. To her surprise crystal clear water 
started oozing and gushing out. The flow 
of the water was such that it would flood 
the area, but for the blessings of Lord 
Vishnu. This holy water gushes out into 
the Amrit Kund — the present day spring. 
Dai Mai in a state of ecstacy, bowed before 
the Celestial Bird. She also became a 
bird and flew away in the skies with the 
Celestial Bird, the Lord. This is how she 
attained Salvation. 

The eminent Rishi, Nund Rishi/Sheikh- 
Ul-Alam has paid great tributes to the Shrine 
as also to KAJ-MAJ. 

As said above all this happened on 
"Ashad Shukla Paksha Dwadashi", shortly 
called as Har Bah. This day is being 
observed with great gaiety, devotion and 
enthusiasm ever since. For about a decade 






of militancy in Kashmir it is being celebrated 
at Shri Pushkara Swami Seva Ashram, 
Jammu, an off-shoot of the Lok Bhawan 
Shrine. 

This festival is of great significance to 
the ladies. Pursuant to Vardhan of Lord 
Vishnu to Kaj Maj. Women who would take 
a bath in the twelve springs, starting from 
Naran Nag to Amrit Kund, in the vicinity of 
Lok Bhawan on Har Bah consecutively, 
would be redeemed of their sins. This 
concession obtained as Vardhan by Kaj Maj 
from Lord Shiva is a great kripa and 
anugraha to the Samast women folk. It is 
in the background of this that after their 
death, the women are questioned by 
Mahakaal if they have performed Har Bah 
yatra usually by having a dip in the twelve 
springs there? This is evident from the 
following saying : 

Lar Lad Batni Harbah Chaiyah Karmech? 
(Have you observed the festival of Harbah?) 

Till mass migration of Kashmiri 
Pandits in 1990, this place used to be 
thronged by people especially ladies, who 
would take bath with a view to get rid of 
their sins. 

With so much sanctity It had, this 
subtle ancient Shrine somewhat had 
remained unnoticed to the Hindus in East, 
West and North belts of Kashmir. A sizeable 
population of Pandits of Anantnag district 
also did not know it. The holy Spring was 
a pool of mud and slush. The whole Shrine 
was in a dilapidated condition. The 
surrounding environment was stinking. The 
ownership rights were under question. 
There were claims and counter claims. In 
short the identity of the Shrine was at stake. 
It was an uphill task to look to these 


problems. Everybody’s responsibility had 
become nobody’s responsibility. Keen as 
the locals of the area were, their singular 
efforts made occasionally, did not yield the 
desired results. This Shrine was in a state 
of oblivion. It remained in this state of affairs 
till sixties. However, this started to be taken 
care of by a revered spiritual person, Shri 
Poshker Nath Koul, popularly known as 
Posh Mot who hails from Srinagar and is a 
Grahasti. 


His efforts not only salvaged it but 
also renovation of the Shrine took place 
and a grand festival used to be celebrated 
yearly on Har Bah. The devotees would 
throng from all parts of the Kashmir. He 
continued to celebrate it here in Jammu 


after migration. Kashmiri Pandit Baradari 
is indebted to Swami Posh Bab.
